Drawing Courses Can 

Lead to Many Fields

Ever since Stone Age man started drawing on the 
walls of his cave, drawings has been very essential to 
man. Today it is considered so important that every 
boy in East New York must take at least two terms of 
drawing. 

The drawing taught in East New York is broken down 
into three subjects. These subjects are art, blueprinting, 
and mechanical drawing. Every boy who enters East New 
York must take at least one term of art and one of 
blueprinting. A boy who enters the technical course must 
take six terms of mechanical drawing. The drawing he 
learns is very important because 50% of the compre¬ 
hensive examination which he takes at the end of his 
senior year is composed of drawing. 

Drawing Teachers 

There are six drawing teachers in East New York. 
These six teachers are Messrs Huber, Durland, Mc¬ 
Dermott, Riff, Schiller, and Atlas. Mr. Durland and Mr. 
Huber are licensed draftsman. 

Mr. Durland graduated from Liberty High School. 
He attended Pratt Institute and then went to New York 
University to earn his Masters degree. Before coming 
to East New York, Mr. Durland was a Research Engineer. 

Mr. Huber attended the old Franklin K. Lane High 
School located on Evergreen Avenue. After graduating 
he went to night school at Bushwick High School for 
six years. There he took up mechanical drawing. Mr. 
Huber went to the Industrial Teachers Training School 
and also worked in the Bell Telephone Laboratories as 
a draftsman before coming to East New York. 

Mr. Huber Makes Blueprints 

When Mr. Huber is not teaching mechanical drawing 
in room 339, you would most likely find him in room 
235, which is better known as the blueprint room. There 
Mr. Huber spends much of his time making blueprints. 
The blueprints he makes are used in the shops, drawing 
rooms, and many other areas in our school. 

East New York has a total of three drawing rooms, 
all of which are located on the third floor. In these 
rooms a boy learns how to draw and appreciate the many 
different classes of drawing, all of which help him in 
his course of study. In the tech course a boy learns the 
fundamentals of drawing and how to make technical 
drawings. 

Draftsmen Can Find Many Jobs 

There are many opportunities available for any boy 
who wants to go into drafting. Many civil service jobs 
are open to him. These jobs pay well and a boy could 
easily advance himself to a better position. 

Today there is a great need for draftsmen and in 
years to come the need will increase. If any boy thinks 
he has the knowledge and the skill, he should consider 
drafting as a profession. Remember this: drafting is an 
ever-growing technical field with many opportunities for 
any boy who really wants them.

Movie Review

On March 14, 1962, two of our 
school reporters, Milton Mercado and 
Carlo J. Bonura, were invited, at the 
request of Mr. H. Feldman (General 
Superintendent of the Surface Lines) 
to attend a meeting given for 41 
high school newspapers. This meeting 
was held at the Surface Lines’ oper¬ 
ating garage at 25 Jamaica Ave., 
Brooklyn. The meeting was called to 
acquaint the students of N.Y.C. with 
the maintenance problems of the buses 
and other vehicles in the Surface Di¬ 
vision of the New York Transit 
Authority. 

The meeting, delayed slightly for 
refreshments, was called to order, at 
12:05 p.m. We then watched a film 
called “A Daily Miracle.” This film 
was about the work that goes into our 
daily travel on the trains and buses. 
It told of the constant inspection of 
equipment which includes, rails, 
switches, signals, trains, buses, 
trucks, cars and many others. The 
Transit Authority does more than just 
transport people from one place to 
another. It also plans for the needs 
of our growing comunity and keeps 
the public informed as to schedules 
of trains and buses. It has its own 
radio station which boadcasts delays 
and Transit problems. 

The operating garage has three 
main floors. The top floor contains 
offices of the Executives of the T.A. 
It also contains the radio station, dis¬ 
tributing center and engineering 
rooms. The second floor contains the 
transit shop, which is the largest in 
the world. This is where the buses 
and trucks are overhauled. Each bus 
is completely overhauled every 3,000 
miles. The motors are taken out, re¬ 
built and tested before they go back 
into the buses. 

Vandalism is one of the largest 
problems facing the T.A. Every year 
millions of dollars are spent need¬ 
lessly on repairing destroyed prop¬ 
erty. Torn seats are the main ob¬ 
jectives of vandalists. The T.A. has 
to repair these seats. This takes ma¬ 
terial and labor that could be used 
more profitably. 

This vandalism, on the whole, is 
done by students riding to and from 
schools. Your parents are paying for 
these repairs through taxes and no one 
wants to throw his parent’s money 
away by destroying property that they 
have paid for. All high school stu¬ 
dents were urged to cooperate with 
the Transit Authorities CARE Cam¬ 
paign.

As you go through the school to 
your various classes each day, have 
you noticed something strange taking 
place in room 209? If you inquired 
about the school to find out what dark 
mysterious secret was kept behind 
that door, you would have been told 
that this room was being set up to 
accommodate physics classes for boys 
in the technical course. The bare 
floors, the scaffold set up in the front 
of the room, and the wires sticking 
out of the walls and ceiling is a far 
cry from a physics lab. The lab is 
supposed to be ready for use by the 
end of June, but all indications, (i.e. 
the slow progress during the past 
eight weeks), show it most likely will 
not be ready until September. 

Federal Funds Used 

The physics lab is being paid for 
by federal funds. The school obtain¬ 
ed this money under the National De¬ 
fense Education Act which was in¬ 
stituted to insure trained manpower 
of sufficient quantity to meet the Na¬ 
tional Defense needs of the United 
States. 

Stimulated principally by Russian 
scientific achievements, the act is con¬ 
cerned with the expansion of educa¬ 
tion in the fields of science, mathe¬ 
matics, modern foreign languages, 
and professional educational training. 
It consists of broad programs of as¬ 
sistance to students, faculty insitu- 
tions, and State educational agencies. 
This act was approved by President 
Eisenhower on September 2, 1958. 
With this aid we are sure to have a 
modern, up to date physics lab for 
our technical students.

Model Satellites
